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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 
HEALTH  FOR  1953 


To  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 

Borough  of  Beverley. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
upon  the  health  of  the  peopJe  of  Beverley  for  1953. 

Statistics.  The  followinig  are  the  important  health 
statistics  for  the  year  under  review.  The  dorrected 
Death  Rate  is  12.42,  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  17.10, 
mild  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  17.9.  These  figures 
compare  favourably  with  other  similar  towns  and 
districts  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  two  main  causes  of  death  are  Heart  Disease, 
73  cases,  and  Cancer  of  various  types,  35  cases.  Taken 
together,  these  two  conditions  have  been  responsible  for 
more  than  half  the  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  1953. 

Cancer.  In  1953  the  Ministry  of  Health  gave  its 
lilessing'  to  Cancer  Education  Calmipaigns  throughout 
tlie  country.  A campaign  of  this  type  has  now  been 
going  on  in  tlie  East  Riding  for  some  twelve  months 
and  various  local  committees  have  been  set  up  to  help  to 
organise  this  work.  One  of  these  conimittees  has  been 
formed  in  Beverley.  The  campaign  has  iSO  far  consisted 
of  lectures  given  by  various  idoctors  to  organised  groups 
in  the  area.  In  addition,  leaflets  and  other  propaganda 
material  have  been  circulated. 

At  this  stage  it  is  not  possible  to'  ascertain  the 
value  of  this  campaign  to  teach  the  general  public  the 
early  symptoms  anid  signs  ot  cancer.  There  is  conisider- 
a))le  diherence  of  opinion  between  medical  men  on  this 
subject,  as  it  is  felt  by  some  that  lectures  on  cancer 
may  create  a cancer  phobia  among  susceptible  members 
of  the  general  public*.  These  lectures  have  been  well 
rec*eived  by  the  audiences,  but  it  must  be  realised  that 
th(*se  are  self  selected,  as  those  who  do  not  wish  to 
listen  to  l(*ctures  on  cancer  do  not  attend.  It  is  there- 
fore not  possible*  to  relate  the  rea(*tion  of  these  audiences 
to  thnt  of  the  ge.neral  ])0}Hilation . 
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Infectious  Disease.  The  number  of  cases  of  measles 
occurring  during  the  year  Was  comparatively  sm'all  in 
comparison  with  the  previoius  three  years. 

There  was  a fairly  widespread  outbreak  of  Whoop- 
ing Oough  with  a total  of  111  cases.  The  majority  of 
these  cases  occurred  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  continued  use  of  whooping  cough 
Taccine  will  stop  such  outbreaks  in  the  future. 

A total  of'  56  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  also 
notified.  This  is  the  highest  niotification  rate  in  the 
last  5 years. 

Poliomyelitis.  During  the  year,  Beverley  and 
district  sufiered  its  first  epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis.  A 
total  of  14  cases,  all  of  which  were  paralytic,  occurred 
in  the  Borough,  and  18  more  were  notified  in  the 
immediate  surrounding  Rural  District.  The  epidemic 
commenced  at  the  end  of  July  and  the  last  clase  was 
notified  in  November,  the  bulk  of  the  caises  occurring 
in  late  August  and  early  September.  There  were  no 
deaths,  and  although  a degree  of  paralysis  was  presei)t 
in  all  cases,  the  majority  of  them  recovered  completely. 

The  epidemiology  of  this  disease  has  not  yet  been 
satisfactorily  explained,  but  during  the  outbreak  every 
efiort  was  made  to  trace  any  contact  between  cases  or 
any  common  source  of  infection.  In  one  or  two  cases 
there  was  definite  evidence  of  close  contact  where  the 
cases  occurred  in  the  same  family,  but  in  the  majority 
the  tracing  of  definite  contlacts  proved  difficult.  There 
are  two  theories  regarding  the  spread  of  this  condition. 
One  is  that  durintg  an  epidemic  the  infective  virus  is 
widespread  throughout  the  community  and  only  certain 
susceptible  persons  become  cases.  The  second  theCry  is 
that  the  infection  is  spread  in  'a  narrow  stream  by  means 
of  contacts,  sub-clinical  and  undiagnosed  cases. 

It  has  been  advocated  by  certain  medical  authorities 
that  all  contacts  should  be  isolated,  as  we  already  do 
for  such  infectious  conditions  as  smallpox.  If  this 
could  be  done  in  the  very  early  stages  of  an  outbreak, 
theoretically  it  might  be  possible  tb  minimise  the 
spread,  but  until  more  definite  information  is  available 
about  the  epidemiology  of  this  condition,  it  is  doubtful 
if  wholesale  isolation  of  contacts  is  justifiable.  Such 
isolation  would  obviously  result  in  a generalised  upset 
in  the  routine  life  of  the  community. 
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Tuberculosis.  It  hais  been  noted  in  the  Country  as 
a Avbole  that  although  the  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis 
is  falling,  the  number  of  notifications  of  this  condition 
is  tending  to  rise.  A total  of  14  new  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis were  notified  during  the  year.  The  average 
annual  notification  for  the  past  10  years  in  Beverley  is 
approxinrately  10.  Although  the  total  numbers  are 
relatively  small,  the  indication  is  that  there  is  no  down- 
ward trend  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
occurring  in  the  Borough. 

Analysis  and  investigation  does  not  show  any 
relationship  between  the  place  of  work  and  the  incidence 
of  this  disease.  In  every  case  when  a notification  of 
Tuberculosis  is  received,  a visit  to  the  home  is  paid 
by  the  'Health  Visitor,  and  a standard  report  on  tne 
social  and  home  conditions  of  the  family  is  prepared. 
A copy  of  this  report  is  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Physician  for  the  area  concerned,  so  that  the  s'ocial 
circumstances  of  the  family  are  known  to  him.  Every 
endeavour  is  made  to  have  all  contacts  of  newly  notified 
cases  examined  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 

Vaccination.  A total  of  126  children  were 
vaccinated  and  77  re-vaccinated  during  19i53.  These 
figures  give  a percentage  of  78.07  of  the  number  ol 
live  births,  and  this  is  reasonably  satisfactory  when 
compared  wdth  other  areas  throughout  the  Country,  but 
it  is  still  below  the  vaccination  rate  which  can  be  con- 
sidered to  give  adequate  protection  against  the  intro- 
duction of  small  pox  into  the  town. 

It  should  be  remembered  by  the  people  of  Beverley 
til  at  they  are  in  constant  communication  with  the  port 
o^'  Kingston-upon-Hull,  where  the  possibility  of  small- 
pox occurring  always  exists. 

Milk.  Fifteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  sent 
lo  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  where  they  were  tested 
i(jr  tlie  ])resence  of  tuberculosis  and  brucella  abortus. 
Xo  positive  tiil)ereiilous  samples  were  found.  One 
sair)j)le  was  positive  for  brucella  abortus. 

Food.  A Clean  Food  Campaign  was  started  in  the 
l)oi-oug}i  SOUK*  4 yeiars  ago,  and  a.  number  of  certificates 
wfie  issued  ])y  tlie  Council  for  premises  which  attained 
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uii  adequate  standard.  However,  this  campaign  did  not 
receive  the  support  of  the  majority  of  the  shop-keepers 
concerned  in  the  handling  and  preparation  of  food,  and 
in  consequence  the  campaign  was  unsuccessful. 

The  Council  adopted  “Clean  Food  Byelaws”  in 
1950,  and  this  increased  their  power  to:  supervise  food 
p rod  net  i on  gen  er  ally . 

In  Beverley  there  are  38  food  premises  registered 
under  Section  14  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1938.  These 
are  23  manufacturers  of  sausages  and  potted  meat,  etc., 
1 manufacturer  of  fish  cakes,  1 bacon  cuner,  and  13 
fish  and  chip  fryers. 

There  are  20  Dairies  registered  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Eegulations,  1949. 

During  the  year,  131  inspections  'of  registered  food 
premises  were  made,  an  analysis  of  the  inspections 
showing  that  29  visits  were  made  to  ice-cream  premises, 
14  to  bakehouses,  and  88  to  food  preparing  premises. 

Any  meat  which  is  coindemned  from  the  Govern- 
ment’s Slaughterhouse  is  collected  by  the  contractor, 
but  all  other  condemned  food  stufis  are  taken  to  the 
Corporation  Tip  and  destroyed.  No  special  examina- 
tion of  food  stuffs  has  been  necessary. 

Housing.  There  are  4,878  inhabited  houses  in 
Beverley,  and  859  applicants  on  the  Councirs  housing 
waiting  list  at  31st  December,  1953.  A survey  has 
shown  that  there  are  1,190  unfit  houses  in  the  Borough. 
A total  of  915  visits  were  made  to  the  449  houses  which 
had  been  inspected  for  defects. 

The  Council  commenced  Work  on  the  3 Year  Plan 
for  the  demolition  of  certain  designated  arieas  in  the 
town.  As  the  occupants  of  these  houses  will  have  to 
be  re-housed  by  the  Corporation,  the  rate  at  which  this 
work  can  proceed  will  be  governed  by  the  ava^ilability 
of  new  Council  houses.  It  will  not  be  practicable  in 
all  cases  to  re-develop  the  areas  where  houses  have  been 
demolished. 

The  existing  water  supply  system  of  the  Borough 
was  extended  during  the  year  by  1,630  lineal  yards.

Further  headwaiv  was  made  in  the  conversion  of 
])rivies  and  pail  (dosets  to  a water  carriage  system.  A 
total  of  8 pail  closets  were  converted,  but  26  privies  and 
206  pail  closets  still  remain. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
and  thanks  for  the  help  and  courtesy  of  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Oommittee,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Department,  and  other  Officials  during  the 
past  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population.  The  Registrar  General  has  notified  his 
estimation  of  the  population  at  mid  1953  as  15,360. 

Births.  There  were  260  live  births  registered  in 
the  Borough  during  1953.  Of  these,  128  wiere  males 
and  132  females.  This  number  was  7 more  than  in  1952. 
There  were  9 illegitimiate  births,  3 males  and  6 females. 
The  birth  rate  was  17.10,  a rise  of  0.50  compared  with 
the  previous  year. 

Still  Births.  There  were  4 male  still  births  during 
the  year,  as  against  2 in  the  previous  year. 

Deaths.  There  were  205  deaths,  98  males  and  107 
females.  This  was  a decrease  of  9 Compared  with  the 
figure  for  1952.  The  death  rate  was  12.42  as  compared 
with  12.93  in  1952. 

Infant  Mortality.  There  were  5 infant  deaths 
during  1953  (3  males  and  2 females),  equivalent  to'  a 
rate  of  17.9  per  1,000  live  births. 

Tuberculosis  Death  Rate.  The  tuberculosis  death 
rate  was  0.26  per  IdXK)  of  the  population.

The  conveyance  of  all  cases 
(including  infectious  diseases)  is  the  responsibility  of 
tlie  Ooiinty  rouncil  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.

Venercd]  Disense.  A Clinic  was  held  daily  at  the 
Clinic,  Mill  Street,  Hull.

Child  Welfare  Clinic.  A Child  Welfane  Clinic  was 
held  twice  weekly  in  the  Lord  Roberts  Road  Clinic  and 
was  extremely  well  attended  by  mothers  and  children 
in  the  district.

Mr.  MayoT  and  Gentlemen, 

I liave  pleasure  in  submitting  to  yon  the 
accompanyino'  report  on  the  work  carried  ont  in  my 
Department  during  the  year  1953. 

The  comparatively  small  beginnings  in  slum 
clearance  work  made  last  j^ear  were  extemded  during 
1953,  54  houses  being  earmarked  for  demolition  and  34 
actually  being  demolished  during  the  year.  More 
comprehensive  schemes  of  reconditioning  and  re- 
development were  still  held  up  pending  the  publication 
of  the  Town  Map,  but  progress  in^  the  preiparation  of 
this  seemed  to  be  more  evident. 

A decision  of  major  importance  was  taken  by  the 
Council  during  the  year  when  it  agreed  to  contribute 
towards  the  cost  of  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to 
water  closets.  I still  look  forward  to  the  day  when 
the  few  earth  closets  which  will  probably  have  to  remain 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  will  be  looked  upon  as 
museum  pieces  by  an  incredulous  public. 

An  important  document  published  during  the  year 
was  the  Report  of  the  Working  Party  on  the  Recruit- 
ment, Training  and  Qualification  of  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
This  comprehensive  survey  of  the  duties  and  responsi- 
bililities  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  was  summarised  in  a 
Report  presented  to  the  Council,  and  the  implemeintation 
of  it,  which  will  probably  have  far-reaching  effects  on 
the  profession,  is  awaited  with  interest. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year, 
and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  other  officials 
and  tlie  members  of  my  staff  for  their  continued  m- 
operation  amd  assistance.

3 houses  were  provided  with  an 
internal  water  supply  under  the  Water  Act,  1945, 
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S AXIT AK Y A'C( JO'MM'OD AT  10 Y . 

A rediietioii  of  9 m the  .niiinber  of  privies  and  82 
in  the  number  of  pail  cLoisets  existing'  in  the  town 
occurred  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  of  the  4709  occupied  houisies 
in  the  town,  206  (4.3%)  were  provided  with  pail  closiets 
and  26  (.55%)  still  had  privies. 

During  the  year  the  Council  finally  agneed  to  adopt 
a scheme  for  the  compulsory  conversio;n  of  eiarth  cloisets 
to  water  closiets,  part  of  the  coist  Oif  the  coinver'sdon  being 
borne  by  the  Local  Authority.  I am  sure  that,  from 
the  aspect  of  the  public  health  of  the  town,  this  was 
a decision  ot  first  impoirtancei  and  the  £300  a year 
which  the  Cbuncil  have  in  mind  to  spend  on  the  project 
will,  indeed,  be  money  well  spent.  Practical  difficulties 
prevented  a start  being  made  on  the  scheme  in  1953, 
but  these  difficulties  are  now  being  resolved. 

SWIMMING  BATH 

The  Council  owned  swimming  bath  continued  to 
function  during  the  year  and  a careful  watch  was  kept 
on  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water,  60  samples 
being  taken.  The  sample  results  varied  considerably 
and  in  such  a manner  as  to  make  it  imposisible  for  any 
definite  conclusions  to  be  drawn  as  to  the  degree  of 
contamination  and  the  length  of  time  during  which 
the  contamination  persisted.  It  is,  of  cowse,  accepted 
that  because  ot  the  shortcomings  of  the  bath  itself  it  is 
impossible  to  achieve  a water  which  is,  at  all  times, 
free  from  contamination,  but  the  contamination,  though 
at  times  heavy,  is  short  lived  and  I am  sure  the  method 
of  treatmient  of  the  water  at  present  being  adopted  is 
the  best  which  can  be  done  in  the  circumstances. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  are  8 licences  in  force  in  Beverley,  2 being 
licences  for  the  use  of  sites  by  moveable  dwellings  and 
the  otlier  6 authorising  the  occupation  of  moveable 
dwellings. 

in  the  case  of  the  site  licences,  one  makes  provision 
for  10  caravans  and  the  other  for  3 caravans.  Oonditions 
are  attaclii(‘d  to  the  licences  limiting  the  number  of 
rniavans  and  rc(jniring  the  dwellings  to  be  adequately 
sj)acefl . 
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OOiMiMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Tlie  two  reiglstered  conimion  loidlgimg-liou&es  in  the 
Borough  were  visited  319  timeis  last  year.  The  eondition 
of  one  of  them  continueis  to  be  quite  satisfactory,  while 
conditions  at  the  other  one  are  fair. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEiASE  AND  DISINFEOTIONS. 

A total  of  35  visits  were  made  in  connectiion  with 
infectio'us  disease  and  the  disinfeotioin  of  premises 
following  infectious  and  other  diseases.  Eleven  premises 
were  dealt  with. 

FILTHY  OR  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

A total  oif  81  visits  were  paid  to  46  filthy  or 
verminous  premises. 

Ten  Council  and  ten  non-Council  houses  were 
disinfested,  the  method  used  being  DDT  spray  or 
fumigation. 

The  furniture  of  all  proispectiive  tenants  of  Council 
houses  is  inspected  by  the  Housing  Manager  and  where 
necessary,  or  as  a preeautionary  measure,  works  of 
disinfestation  are  carried  out.  During  the  year,  46  lots 
of  such  furniture  were  disinfested.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

715  visits  were  made  to  the  two  elaughtier-hotuses 
ill  use  in  the  town  aud  the  carcases  and  'organs  oif  1,265 
beasts,  756  calves,  4,669  sheep,  2,312  pigs  and  250  horses 
liave  been  exainined.

Three  special  ilnstances  o'f  unfit  food  came  to  the 
notice  of  tlie  depiartment  during  the  year.  In  the  first 
instance  a jar  of  mincemeat  contained  a staple,  Pro- 
ceedilngs  were  taiken  against  the  vendor  of  the  article, 
but  be  successfully  pleaded  a warranty  defence  and  the 
matter  was  not  further  pursued  by  the  Corporation. 

In  the  second  instance  a feather  was  found  in  a 
bottle  of  milk.  Proceedings  were  taken  in  this  case  also 
and  the  Magistrates  found  the  case  proved  and  imposed 
a fine  of  £3  3s.  Od. 

In  the  third  case  a drawing  pin  was  found  in  a 
chocolate  cake.  The  matter  was  fully  investigated  and 
the  Chairman  and  Yice-Chairman  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittee and  myself  visited  the  bakery  where  the  cake 
was  prepared.  After  cons  i derat  ion  ot  all  the  circum- 
stances, a strong  warning  was  issued  to  the  ofiender. 


CLEAXLI^s'ESS  IN  HANDLING  OF  FOOD. 

I still  look  upon  this  as  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  jobs  that  we  undertake,  and  only  prei.ssure  of 
other  work  prevents  us  devoting  more  time  to  it  than 
we  do. 

In  spite  of  faults  which  we  still  keep  finding  in 
construction  and  operation  of  food  premises,  I am 
satisfied  that  our  standards  in  both  these  regards  are 
generally  quite  satisfactory. 
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ICE  CREAM  AND  ICE  LOLLIES. 

Tliirty-'Oiie  samples  oif  ice-cream  were  submitted  for 
amalysis,  with  the  followin'g  results:  — 

8 samples  were  placed  iu  Proyisional  Gtrade  1. 

16  samples  were  placed  in  Proviisi'enal  Gradse  Z. 

7 samples  were  placed  in  Provisional  Grade  3. 

Even  tliiough  we  lagain  bad  uo  Grade  4 sampleis, 
these  results  are  not  as  good  as  last  year,  when  half 
of  our  samples  were  placed  in  Grade  1.  The  seven 
Grade  3 samples  all  arose  late  in  the  summeT  from  one 
source,  when  bacteriological  oontamination,  wbicb 
proved  to  be  troublesome  and  wbicb  for  some  little  time 
defied  our  eftbrts  at  identification,  arose  in  an  ice-cream 
factory.  After  careful  sampling,  and  witib  tbe  full 
co-operaion  of  tbe  producer,  tbe  matter  was  finally 
solved  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Six  samples  of  ice  lollies  were  taken  during  tbe 
year  and  were  all  certified  as  satisifactoiry. 


MILK  SAMPLING. 

Biological  milk  sampling  on  behalf  o,f  the  County 
Council  was  continued  during  tbe  year.  Results  of  this 
work  are  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  ot  Health  in  bis 
Report.

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PREYENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

Routine  worik  under  this'  Act  wm  caTried  out 
systematicailly  during'  the  year  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 
Treatments  were  given  to  25  business  piremisies  and  174 
dwelling'-houses  in  the  town,  and  at  all  these  premises 
an  estimated  number  of  1,325  rats  were  killed. 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  dwelling-houses  and 
business  premiises  for  carrying  out  these  treatmeints  was 
1,309,  but  in  addition  to  this,  further  time  was  spent 
in  survey  work  in  the  town  generally  and  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  town’s  sewers  and  the  Walker  Beck. 

The  testing  and  treatimeint  ol  the  isewers'  and  the 
Walker  Beck  revealed  no  significant  new  areas  ol 
infestation,  but  the  areas  previously  known  to  be 
infested  came  up  again  this  year.  We  estimate  that 
this  year  we  killed  260  rats  in  the  isewers. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  ORDERS, 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  41  premiises  were  licensed 
to  store  petroleum  spirit  and  one  to  store  carbide  of 
calcium.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY 
INSPECTOR  ON  THE  WORK  OF  THE  CLEANSING 
DEPARTMENT,  1953. 


All  the  fiigureis  in  this  section  of  my  Riepnrt  are 
for  the  financial  year  1953/54. 

We  made  no  further  increase  in  our  Cleansing 
Stafi,  which  at  the  end  ef  the  year  consisted  o'f  one 
foreman,  3 driver  loiaders,  8 loiadens,  2 dispoisal  men 
and  1 full-time  sialvage  man. 

The  resio'urcies  of  the  department  were  further 
strained  during  the  year  by  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  houses  to  be  covered,  an  increase  in  the  amount  of 
refuse  proiduced  by  each  household,  and,  most  seriously, 
by  a very  high  sichness  rate  among  the  men  which 
occurred  dtiring  the  second  half  of  the  year,  during 
which  time  wei  were  'deprived  of  one-tenth  ol  our  labour 
force  and  were  able  to  turn  out  a full  staff  on  only  two 
weeks  during  the  whole  ot  the  six  months'.  Under  this 
severe  strain,  our  collection  system  broke  down  on  two 
occasions  and  delays  occurred.  It  was  not  until  June, 
1954,  that  things  settled  down  and  we  were  able  to 
resume  normal  collections. 

Staffing  difficulties  were  reflected  in  the  irregular 
maintenance  of  the  vehicles,  and  although  additional 
stafi  now  taken  on  should  improive  things  in  that 
direction,  I must  state  that  the  time  has  now  arrived 
when  it  is  imperative,  if  we  are  tO'  maintain  an  efficient 
service  and  devote  ladequate  attention  to'  the  miainten^ 
ance  oif  the  vehicles,  that  an  additional  vehicle  be 
provided,  and  I will  ask  the  Committee  to  make 
provision  for  it  it  in  next  year’s  estimates. 

At  the  end  of  19‘53  we  were  collecting  trade  refuse 
from  29  premises  in  the  town,  giving  in  some  instances 
a more  frequent  collection  than  weekly. 

Salvage  collectionis  continued  smoothly  during  the 
year  except  for  the  upsets  already  referred  to,  and  call 
for  no  special  comment.
